Concealing themselves 
by day and following the fires by night, 
they enter the — 4 eart of the — 
country without being discovered, and 
often come upon the enemy before his 
dogs are aroused. In-the matter of sub- 
sistence they prefer pinole (parched corn 
or wheat ground) and jerked meat, which 
may be readily prepared, of wich man 
rations can be compressed in a — 
compass, and which American troops 
would consider intolerable fare. 

I do not hesitate to say that these na- 
tive volunteers, whose hearts are in the 
work and who are at home in the 2 
try. are the men to hunt the Apache, to 
follow him from fastness to fastness, and, 
by corfterted, continuous and harassing 
movements from many points in the Ter- 
ritory, to force him to terms, or, if no- 
ceseary, to exterminate him. That they 
are not comparable to the regulars, or to 
the California Volunteer, in many re- 
epects. is conceded; but forthe work in 
hand they are much better adapted than 
any troops we have had. 


With the regulars at the posts and 
ten companies of natives in the field, led 
by energetic captains chosen from Amer- 
jean citizens long resident in the Terri- 
tory and familiar with the Spanish lau- 
guage, I am confident that i e Apache 
may, within two years, be so 1 
overcome that he will gladly accept a 
Reservation and never again be a terror: 
or an annoyance. Moreover, lan 
commends itself to the Government on 
the score of economy, It is my belief 
that the expense of raising and maintaiu- 
ing ten companies of the natives in ac- 
tion for a year will not exceed that in- 
curred in transferring the Fourteenth Re- 
giment from the East te the Territory. 
I sincerely hope that the order of the 
War Department stopping recruiting for 
the Arizona First because the war in the 
East had ceased will be revoked and au- 
thority given, in accordance with the re- 
quest of the Territrolal Legislature, to 
have the regiment filled (a work of no 
difficulty) and kept in service fur the 
term of two years. Thus, with less than 
thirty companies in all, the posts may be 
well garrisoned, the transportation pro- 
tected, and an unremitting and telling 
aggressive war be waged upon the 
Apache, so that within a brief period the 
whole military force, saving a few troops 
to guard the Reservations,.may be with- 
drawn from the Territory. and a large 
possession be made the secure and lu- 
crative home of a great population and a 
source of revenue to the Government.
